The Acting Head mastor hus pointed out in his 
report that the percentage of passes obtained at 
the Jast examination (8945) was lower than in 
previous yeare, that the work done by Clissas I. 
# and LL, B was far bolow tho averagre, but that 
the work of Clussea I. A; 81. 8; TTL A and that 
of the whole Preparatory Sqhool doyorvoa spocial 
mention. Although I do not attach yery much 
importanco to the average of passes, considered 
by itself, as it is influenced from year to year by 
varying special circumstances, I agrea with the 
Acting Hoadmaster, in view of other thinga I 
notiosd iu the-course-of tha examination and es- 
pocially after comparing the oxainination papors of 
Victoria College with thoseof other Anglo-Chi-

was necessary to find him a title, for those gex-

coruingly he was onlled “Colonel,” and if a man 
starts ag a colonel he froqueatly by the mere 
efflux of time beconies a goneral. This was the 
oaso with Toheng, and this ho will go down to 
posterity ay General Tchong Ki-tong, although 
he never belonged to any army gnd never eom- 
mandod a soldier in his life. In 1884, whon the 
Marqnis T'séng was recalled from Paris in’ con- 
xoquehce of the famous Floischor’ letter, Li 
Fong-piio was sout.from Berlin to tako his placo., 
The result of thin shart and ill-starred: mission. 
ts now 5 matter of history, Li was recalled to 
Chino aod. died soon afterwards miserably aud 
in disgrace, Ike bis’ predecessor in Berlin, 
but T'chong remained in Paris. 06 longer in 
his military capacity, but aw First Secretary 
of Logation, and for six years past he. bas 
boen the charm and delight of the Parisians. 
His articles in nowspapors and periodicals like 
the Reowe des denz’ Mondos on China and Chi- | 
neso institutions . have excited considerable at- 
tantion. Ho goted the part of Goldsmith's 
Citizen af the World comobaek to hife.. Goldsmith 
imagicod a mandatin who looked ‘at Western 
Toanners and institutions with an unconventional 
eye, and compared them unfaroarably with those 
of hig own conntry.. Tohang did the same thing, 
with the difference that he was a mandacin real

contented people ; the Chineso wereand had been,
